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Building Industry Pains 

The recent closure of the West 
Bank has deeply hurt the local build- 
ing industry. More than 5,000 Pales- 
tinian workers from the territories 
have not been able to get to their 
jobs, and building of nearly 5,(00 
housing units is lagging way behind 
schedule. Jerusjtlcm Builders Associ- 
ation President Yehuda Israel called 
it a disaster for Ills industry. 

Israel is hoping more experienced 
foreign workers will soon reach the 
city to help alleviate the shortage. 

More Rock ’n’ Roll 

In recent years Jerusalem has 
hosted very few major rock V roll 
concerts due to the lack of aa out- 
door facility big enough to accom- 
modate the masses. This could 
change if a city plan to build a 
concert site for 40,000 spectators is 
realized. Yossi Talgan, chairman 
of Jerusalem’s 3000th anniversary 
celebration, has proposed to build 
the concert facility just south of 
Teddy Stadium in Malha. The idea 
is to build a facility akin to that in 
Hayarkon Park in Tel Aviv. Cur- 
rently, the largest outdoor concert 
site is Sultan’s Pool, with a capaci- 
ty for 10,000 spectators. 

The 40-dunani area near the sta- 
dium is considered particularly ap- 
propriate because of the ample 
parking facilities provided by the 
stadium and the mall. The site is 


also far enough away from resi- 
dential housing so the sound will 
not disturb area residents. 

Parking In Rehavla & Nahlaot 

Free parking will soon be back 
on some streets in Rchavia. Most 
of the non-ticketing parking places 
will be located near neighborhood 
stores and schools. Previously, 
residents were given special park- 
ing permits allowing them a free 
space. Teachers complained that 
schools had few parking places, 
and that paying for parking took a 
big chunk out of their salaries. 
Area merchants took the issue to 
court, saying the situation hurl 
business. The courts ordered the 
city to come up with a new plan. 

Councilman Shniucl Shkcdi, 
who holds the city's transport port- 
folio. ordered a survey of parking 
patterns and is now ready to make 
the changes. About 250 free park- 
ing spots will soon be available on 
the following streets: Ussislikin, 
Keren Kaycmcl, Disskin. Ahad 
Ha' Am, Brenner and Sokolov. 
New regulations arc due to go into 
effect in two weeks time.

Remembering Morty Dolinsky 

F ormer Government Press Office Director Morly Dolinsky died 
this week at She 'a re Zcdek Hospital after a long illcss. He lived in 
the Jewish Quarter and died at age 62. 

Dolinsky came on aliyah in the early 1950s after serving as command- 
er of the Betar youth movement in the United States. He was among the 
founders of Mosh-iv Mcvo Betar. Later, Dolinsky served ns public 
relations director of the Haifa Technion and Bar linn University. 

In the '60s, Dolinsky started an English newspaper which went 
bankrupt, forcing him to return to the US for a Ill-year period. 
During that time he helped produce the first Black Gospel television 
programs. He then joined Rabhi Meir Kalianc in founding the Jewish 
Defense League in New York. 

When he returned to Israel, Dolinsky severed his lies with Kalianc . 
becoming politically active in the Likud party. He then became a 
senior adviser to the head of the information department of the 
Jewish Agency before being appointed to direct the Government 
Press Office in the mid-ROv 

Dolinsky returned to the Jewish Agency, and in recent yearn became 
one of its leading experts on the ahsonMkm of Ethiopian immigrants. 

Friends of Dolinsky remember him as a man who was always 
optimistic, a totally committed Zionist and an observant Jew. “If you 
ask him a question he would answer with a story,” said one. “He was 
tolerant of everyone's upinions, loved to tell jokes and no one ever 
left him without a smile." (S.L.I

At first sight, Po- 
land looked to me like any other 
foreign country that I had visited.

Three hours later we arrived at 
Majdanek , and I was plunged into 
a completely different state of 
mind. The lookout towers, the 
barbed wire, the wooden bar- 
racks, all Looked familiar from the 
pictures that I had seen. But 
they’d never looked like this, so 
frightening. Frightening, because 
they all looked so Low-tech and so 
non-utilitarian. The barracks were 
as sparse and barren as a wine 
cellar.

Walking inside these barracks 
was a nauseating experience.

The following day we visited our 
finai death camp - Treblinka. Uo- 
like Majdanek and Auschwitz 
there is nothing left of the actuai 
death camp that took the lives of 

8C0.U00 Jews. Today. Treblinka is a 

bucolic array of evergreen trees and 
grass. Large cement train tracks 
have been erected ns a memorial to 
its victims, along with over 17,000 
stone markers upon which the 
names of destroyed Jewish commu- 
nities are engraved. Treblinka is 
ghostly hecause of what you cannot 
see and are forced ta imagine. 

In Treblinka, l experienced the 
most memorable moment of my 
journey. Leaning against one of the 
stone markers. I saw an older worn- 
nn walking around. She stopped 
and snid, "Tin’s is where all the kill- 
ings happened." She looked famil- 
iar, but I couldn’t place her face. A 
second later I realized who she was. 
She was the woman who I had seen 
in Auschwitz speaking to those Is- 
raeli children. 

A friend of mine who was lean- 
ing on a stone marker across from 
me realized it too. “You weren’t 
here,” site said to the woman 
softly. 

"No," the woman responded. 

“I was in Auschwitz. Yesterday 
was my day." 

That night, celebrating Shabbal 
in Warsaw, at one time a city 
boasting n community of over’ 
350,000 Jews, was an event that I 
will never forget. Wc sang Zmiroi 
and dnneed the hora. Among all 
the festivities, a feast of challah 
nnd soup and chicken was laid be- 
fore us. I couldn’t help think of 
how the amount of food on ray 
plate was more than victims in the 
enmps received in a month, two 
months, maybe three. I looked 
around nnd I saw all of our faces 
and I imagined people who I knew 
being taken nway to die. It was 
almost impossible to reconcile 
those two emotions - pride and 
guilt. But then it occurred lo me- 
in carrying out the Shnbbat ritual 
in this city whore a thriving Jewish 
population no longer exists, we 
were in fad, honoring the Holo- 
caust victims. 

Wlint made Shabbnt even more 
special was a mnn named Zbig- 
niew Mankowski, n righteous 
Gentile who saved (he lives of two 
Jewish girls during the Holocaust. 
Ironically, he lost two brothers to 
tho Germans, "A life for a life, 
he said. We were ah honored to 
have listened to Mankowski’s he- 
roic story, It was vital that we 
heard a Holocaust story from 
someqrie Polish. I didn’t come w 1 
Poland to hate Poles. 1 didnt 
come to Poland to hate Poland. 1 1 
see no value in hate, and I doa l 
.believe that one generation should 
have to carry the burden of anoth- 
er’s criminal acts, rio matter how 
horrific and unfathomable 'they 
may be. That shouldn’t be the pur* ■ 
pose of a mission such as ’March ot 
the Living.’

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A s director of the Society for 
Protection of Nature in Isra- 
el (SPNI) Jerusalem office, 
Tiiippi Ron has a unique array of 
responsibilities. Besides champi- 
oning SPNI's familiar causes of 
wilderness preservation and envi- 
ronmental education, she finds 
herself doing so in a context where 
any talk of land is talk of politics, 
and where urban growth is dictat- 
ed more by ideology than anything 
resembling town planning. 

Like most Jerusalemites, how- 
ever, Ron has learned to develop a 
sense of humor about her often 
bizarre lot, and notes that, at over 
6,000 families, hers is the largest 
SPNI chapter in the country. A 
longtime activist (she has been a 
member of SPNI for nearly 30 
years), Ron sees her indepen- 
dence as an asset. "I get money 
from nobody, and I am not afraid 
of anybody / 1 she says. 

It’s a power she hasn’t been reluc- 
tant to use. Whether suing the gov- 
ernment to slop development near 
Bin Kcrem (she won) or fighting the 
Mnmilla project (she lost), Ron - 
also the mother of three children - is 
a busy woman. When I visited her at 
SPNI's offices, she had two phones 
ringing, and a desk full of pending 
projects. And even though there 
were no formal SPNI plans for Earth 
Day, she had plenty of items on her 
hgenda. We only discussed a fraction 
of SPNI's current projects, and Ron 
herself helped develop the education- 
al curriculum for Israel’s ‘Year of the 
Environment/ 

Meanwhile, Ron's plate will' 
continue to be full with a real 
meorav Yerushalmi f a blend of 
politics and preservation that is 
distinctly Jerusalem's. 

What la your top priority In pra- 
-sorvlng Jerusalem's natural 
environment? 

• We need a real plan for the pres- 
ervation of open mace on the bor- 
ders of the city.

Greening Jerusalem 

Today is Earth Day. Environmentalist Tzippi Ron spoke with 
Jay Michaelsooabout what is on the Green Agenda for 1994. 
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On which areas In particular are 
you focusing your efforts? 

One area we are working on is 
Emck Ha’arazim and the' old .val- 
ley of the Sorek, between Mevas- 
seret and Rainot: The dty plans to 
fill the whole Arazim valley with 
industry , and the valley of Sorek 
near the dike, add also HarHeick , 1 
near Bin Kerem. It is a serious' 
situation. Wo are working to pre- 
serve. the slopes of the Old City, 


which are threatened by develop- 
ment. We are also fighting devel- 
opment in the area between Qivat 
Ram and Beit Hakerem, which the 
government promised in 1977 to 
protect. They have forgotten their 
promise, and the rare rocks and 
caves in the area are threatened. It 
is no exaggeration to say that ev- 
ery open space in Jerusalem is in 
great danger. There is a constant 
pressure to build. . 

do you think this situation 
will be affected by the new ad- 
ministration In City Hall? 

We don’t know yet, because the 
same people have remained in the 
engineering and housing depart- 
ments. The wolves are now smell- 
ing blood, how to get more money 
and so on. I’ve only noticed one 
major change - the declaration of 
the mayor and his deputy to build 
high rises all over the city.- But I 
think we will be able to work to- 
gether to put this fo order.

What’s your sense of the level 
s of environmental concern 
c among Jerusalemites?

. mg up our flowers. Help us.” So I 
. asked the workers to place signs 
J where they planned to build the 
, read, and to wait a week. Mean- 
; while, I got a license from the Na- 
tional Reserves Authority to take 
out the plants and animals from 
the areas, and sent over our youth 
study groups, and all the neighbors 
from the area took the flowers and 
gave them to the municipality to 
plant them in a new garden. But 
you can’t imagine how many calls I 
get from tilings like this. 

The municipality is laughing 
about it. You know, they once 
started to cut down a tree in Reha- 
via, and I got several calls, and 
called them. And they said, 'We 
were waiting for your phone call.' 

Is this what people should do In 
these situations? Call you? 

Yes, because I am independent. 

I get money from nobody, and I 
am not afraid of anybody. And I 
can call the mayor and fax him for 
help. And I think maybe this is the 
main idea. ' 

How do you think the ‘Year of the 
Environment' has progressed? 
to It achieving Ha goals? 

Most of the schools in Jerusalem 
hnvo studied it, and community 
centers are running activities. Peo- 
ple are definitely more aware , of 
, environmental issues (his year. I 
have gotten many more calls this 
year than before - about building 
projects, trees being cut, and so on. 
Even from Mea Sne’arim wc are 
getting calls - 10 years ago, if you 
asked someone in the hajredi com- 
munity about environmental quali- 
ty, they’d never have even heard of 
it. But now, there' is action and 
awareness, and it is growing. 

You sound opUmlatio. Do you 
(relieve that w« are really chang- 
ing our attitudes about the 
environment? 

I.thjhk so. Jt is difficult, because 
w 6 must change not only habits but . 
mentality. We have to tell people

T he Covenant of Omar is an 
ancient set of Nurcmbcrg-typc 
laws enacted by Caliph Omar 
when (he Moslems occupied Jerusa- 
lem and other conquered territories 
that contained a non-Isiamic residen- 
tial population. Discriminatory sanc- 
tions were applied to the dhimmi - 
Christians and Jews who were among 
the subjugated peoples. These laws 
subjected all non-Moslems to a poll- 
tax, compelled them to wear special 
hats and badges, and prohibited 
them from riding horses, camels and 
other distinguished forms of trans- 
portation. Building synagogues or 
churches was barred and existing 
ones were lowered beneath the level 
of Islamic buildings. 

The Ramban Synagogue on (he 
Street of the Jews is the oldest 
synagogue in the Jewish Quarter. 
The Crusader structure was ac- 
quired by Rav Moshc Ben Nach- 
man in the 13th century for use of 
the city's growing Jewish popula- 
tion. Legend slates that (he adja- 
cent structure belonged to the 
mother of a Jewish convert to Is- 
lam. Angry at the treatment of her 
apostate son, she allowed her 
house to be turned into a mosque 
and a minaret was built to tower 
over the Synagogue. 

In 1948, following the Jordanian 
occupation of the Jewish Quarter, 
58 synagogues were destroyed and 
the Ramban Synagogue remained 
buried beneath their rubble until 
1967. Following the Israeli libera- 
tion, the Quarter and its syna- 
gogues were restored and the 
Abdullah Ibn Omar Mosque was 
entrusted to the Moslem Wakf au- 
thorities along with ail other Is- 
lamic holy places. 

The mosque was seldom used. 
Only two Moslem families live in the 
Quarter today, and there are several 
shops run tty Moslems. Most resi-

denis saw the handsome minaret as a 
tourist attraction and believed the 
building to have been abandoned. 

About two weeks ago, tractors 
started unloading building materi- 
als, workers filled the courtyard 
and the mosque began to buzz 
with activity. A visit to the site 
showed the structure in decay and 
disrepair, but with a cement mixer 
and piles of cinder-blocks filling 
most of the courtyard. In Jerusa- 
lem spoke to Sheikh Mousa, the 
Wakf official on site in charge of 
the repairs. According to him: 
"The mosque will be renovated 
and worshipers will come from all 


over the slink la pray here.’’ He 
claimed that the mosque has al- 
ways been in use, but only on a 
small scale. 

Quarter residents who spoke to 
1J expressed concern about what 
they sec as a 'provocation' in the 
center of the Jewish Quarter. Ac- 
cording to Shmuel Yitzhaki from 
the Quarter Council: "We want to 
live in peace and avoid confronta- 
tions, but if they want to bring in 
people who don’t live here espe- 
cially for this mosque, wc won't 
allow it!” 

Another resident who lived ad- 
jacent to the mosque was con- 


cerned about the possibility of the 
Wakf placing a loudspeaker in the 
minaret to blast prayer calls "di- 
rectly into’ our living room. The 
mosque is only a few meters away 
from the most active synagogue in 
the Quarter and there’s bound to 
be trouble.” 

Michal Cafrcy-Yardeni, also on 
the Quarter Council, feels it would 
be "insensitive” on the part of the 
Wakf to try and operate a mosque 
In the center of the Jewish Quar- 
ter, "especially when there are 
several other mosques which are 
hardly used only 40-50 meters 
away in the Moslem Quarter. God

According to Municipal SfHikev- 
man iiaggiti Elias, the Wakf has 
nut requested any permission for 
structural changes in (he bQilding 
and are claiming that rhe work be- 
ing carried out is only roof repairs 
(hat have to be done from time to 
time. Elias doubted that any li- 
cense was needed to reactivate the 
mosque as a place of worship if it 
was used as such in the past. But, 
in any case, the city is checking nil 
. the situation. 

| It wasn’t too many years ago that 
| several Jewish families moved into a 
* building they had purchased in the 
S Christum Quarter near tile Church 
l of the Holy Sepulchre. The incident 
resulted in iiitemalinnnl condemna- 
tion of Israel that ended in a gov- 
ernment capitulation which forced 
the Jews to vacate the premises for 
the sake of religious co-existence in 
Jerusalem. 

Today, a sign above the Abdul- 
lah Ibn Omcr Mosque bears the 
handwritten scrawl in Arabic: "Al- 
lah Akiibar." Oblivious tourists and 
residents pass by unaware of the 
sign or (he workers laboring inside. 
If the mosque becomes an active 
center of Moslem worship in the 
heart of the tranquil Jewish Quarter 
it mil be a test of the tolerance and 
spirit of co-cxistcncc of the local 
residents. The question that many 
are asking is if this mosque is a 
religious necessity for Jerusalem 
Moslems, or just a thoughtless 
provocation by the Wakf trying to 
score points in a city that seems to 
be up for grabs. □ 
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I f you play tennis, your odds on 
making Wimbledon arc not all 
that great. You’ve got a lot bet- 
ter chance of developing tennis el- 
bow, damage to the forearm mus- 
cles that usually occurs after using 
the arm repeatedly for an activity 
like swinging a tennis racket. 

Most people develop tennis el- 
bow from an incorrect backhand. 
If you bend your elbow during 
your backhand stroke, ball contact 
creates greater force on the mus- 
cles surrounding your elbow than 
if you keep your elbow straight. 
Other factors that contribute to 
tennis elbow include wrong grip, 
size and string tension of the rack- 
et, and weak muscles in the hand, 
arm or shoulder. 

But you don't have to play a 
racket sporL to develop tennis el- 
bow. You can develop the prob- 
lem from raking leaves, golfing, 
bowling, gardening, playing base- 
ball, or even tightly gripping a 
heavy briefcase. 

The symptoms of tennis elbow 
arc generally easy to notice. At 
first, you may feel aching or sore- 


ness near the outside of your el- 
bow. or on the side of your fore- 
arm opposite your palm. If you 
continue to play, these areas may 
become tender when you touch 
them and the pain may travel 
down your wrist. 

You may have problems with 
everyday activities like shaking 
hands, picking up a briefcase, or 
opening a door, because the pain 
is so great. If you feel this type of 
pain, stop playing tennis, rest your 
arm, nnd see a doctor, 

The first step in treating tennis 
elbow is to rest from the painful 
activity for four to six weeks. 
Don’t return to the tennis court 
until you are free of pain. A good 
rule of thumb is to listen to your 
body. Rest your elbow as soon as 
you feel pain. 

Icing the injury can . help de- 
crease pain. Apply ice to the pain- 
ful area in a circular motion two to 
three times a day. Freeze some 
water in a paper cup, peel back the 
top of the cup and hold the bottom 
when icing. Ice the elbow regularly 
for the first five days. After five 


days, apply heat with a moist heal- 
ing pad for 15 minutes, two or 
three times daily, followed by a 
massage for five minutes to in- 
crease circulation. 

You can start stretching and 
strengthening exercises after the 
five-day icing period. These exer- 
cises increase flexibility of the 
damaged muscle and will help you 
to regain any strength lost during 
the “active" rest period. Increased 
strength can also prevent recur- 
rence. Your doctor may prescribe 
a tennis elbow strap to minimize 
the force to your elbow when you 
return to play. 

One of the most effective ways 
to find long-term relief from tennis ' 
elbow pain is to learn proper ten- 
nis technique - especially a good 
backhand. Tennis lessons not only 
will help prevent further injury but 
will also help improve your game. 

Also, have your racket and its 
grip sized for your style of play by 
a tennis pro. Though it may take 
you out of your game for awhile, 
tennis elbow need not lay you up 
permanently. By testing your el- 


bow and taking steps - such as 
strengthening and stretching - to 
treat the injury and improve your 
overall endurance, stamina and 
body strength, you’ll get back in 
the swing of things quickly. 

Treating Tennis Elbow 

Here are just a few of Dr. Bruner’s 
rehab exercises for sufferers of 
tennis elbow. Remember, if you 
feel pain during any of these exer- 
cises, stop immediately. 

• To stretch your forearm mus- 
cles while seated or standing, ex- 
tend your arm straight in front of 
you with the palm down. Make a 
loose fist and use the opposite 
hand to pull the wrist down. Hold 
for 10 seconds, relax and repeat 
five times. Do 2-4 times daily. 

• For forearm strength, hold 
your arm straight in front of you, 
palm down. Clench your fingers, 
bend your wrist up, and hold it 
tight. Using the other hand, try to 
push the hand down. Hold for 10 
seconds, relax and repeat five 
times. Slowly increase to 20 times, 


2-4 times per day. Follow the same 
procedure with your elbow bent 90 
degrees. 

• The elbow-flex exercise 
strengthens your biceps and fore- 
arm muscles. Start with your arm 
at your side, your, back straight 
and your palm facing forward. 
Bending only your elbow, lift a 
one to three pound weight slowly, 
Then return to the starting posi- 
tion. Do three sets of 10 repeti- 
tions on each arm. If your arm 
fatigues before the seventh lift, 
switch to a lighter weight. 

• Another simple strengthening 

exercise is to squeeze a deflated 
tennis ball for 5-10 minutes, 2-3 
times per day. As your arm 
strengthens and remains pain-free, 
try an inflated tennis ball. Until 
you make, it back to the court, this 
exercise is a good way to stay in 
touch. □

> o you know an astronaut who faces 
lhalachic problems in outer space? 
" Have no fear, for just $700 you can 


purchase him or her a liny, collapsible, 
gravity-resistant menora . It’s just one of the 
many items of Judaica up for sale at the fifth 
biennial Jerusalem International Judaica 
Fair, which runs from April 24-28 at Bin- 
yenei Ha’uma. 


The event will feature 120 exhibitors, 
including Israeli, American and British art- 
ists. Immigrants from the former Soviet 
Union will also participate. 

The Judaica Fair is the only one of its 
kind in the world, attracting collectors, in- 
vestors, art afficionados and Judaica ven- 
dors. Antiquities, rare manuscripts, ritual 
artifacts and modern artistic creations arc 
among the items displayed. One of this 
year’s most expensive artworks is a Chagall 
painiing brought by Sotheby’s of London, 
estimated at $7511,000. 

The fair is the brainchild or Zev Birger, 
director of the Jerusalem Fairs nnd Conven- 
tions Bureau. Birger proudly contends that 
"Israel, and Jerusalem in particular, is be- 
coming the world center for the creation 
and sale of Judaicn.” The worldwide Jii- 
daica trade is assessed at $50(1 million witli 
Israel holding a 20 percent share of this, :m 
18 percent rise over just six years. 

Birger Inis been the initiator and head 
board member fur several Jerusalem pro- 
jects, such ns the Jerusalem International 
Book Fair, Jerusalem Fair for the Jewish 
Kitchen and the National Festival for Pup- 
pets. among others. It was id the 1983 Inter- 
national Book Fair Unit Birger met the 
manager of Sotheby's who suggested to him 
Ihe idea of having n Judaica fair in Jerusa- 
lem. One year Inter the first fair opened. 

Birger, himself, says he doesn’t do much 
shopping at the fair. "1 wish l could pur- 
chase all of the items, but with iny limited 
means 1 can only purchase sonic - mostly 
for my six grandchildren." 

But don't be turned away from the fair if 
you don’t have $700 to spend on a menora. 

. Birger assures fair-goers that there are 
also plenty of reasonably priced items up 
for sale. □ 


'Lost' Art from Vitebsk

Twenty-five oils and drawings by Russian- 
Jewish artists connected with Vitebsk, 
Mime graduates or the private art school 
established there by Yehuda Pen in 1897. 
will be displayed at the International Ju- 
daica Fair at Binyenci Ha’uma this week. 
Hie works, unseen for decades, were 
brought here by various immigrants. 

One of the exhibits, "Head of a Jew- 
ish Hoy.” is by Pen himself. 

Among the Jewish artists who got their 
start at Pen’s private school were Abel 
Pann, Jerusalem’s famed biblical illustra- 
tor; and Shlomo Yudovin, who was An* 
Sky's artist and photographer during the 
1912-14 ethnological exjicdition to the 
PhIl* of Settlement. Some of Yudovin’s 
watercnLors lire now on view in the An- 
Sky show nr the Israel Museum. 

But Pen’s most famous pupil in Vitebsk 
w»s Marc Chagall, who subsequently went 
to Paris. Chagall returned during the war 
nnd after the Revolution became Vitebsk’s 
first Commissar for Art nnd headed the 
official art aciideiny there. 

Chagall soon tired of administration 
and disputes with modernists like Iil 
Lissitzky nnd Kasimir Malevich and re- 
turned to his studio in Paris. 

A window onto the Jewish world in 
early Soviet Russia is provided by the 
(less well-known) Vitebsk artists on view 
here, like Yelena Arkedicvna, David 
Aronovich Yakereon, Dov Bergclsoii 
and Lazar Saidovich Ran. The latter is 
rep resell ted with some lithographic' 
prints from his scries Yiddishe Schreiber, 
also known as Broken Tombstones. 

Vitebsk, incidentally .was no shtetl, 
but a thriving provincial capital. □

OUT OF SITE, NOT MIND 
I am writing to you regarding tho 
article about holy sites in Israel 
("Sites Unseen,” February 25). 

Mr. Waller Zangersays, in 
reference to the Western Wall, 
"famous medieval sages who 
visited the Holy Land ignored it," 
when it is known that the 
Ramban, Rabbi Moses Ben- 
Nahman (Nahmanides) lived in 
Jerusalem and established a 
synagogue there. 

He also states that the 
Western Wall is not mentioned in 
the Talmud. When you quote 
Rabbi Yehuda Getz as saying that 
it is true that the Wall is not 
mentioned in the Talmud, you 
seem to imply that the Sages of 
the Talmud didn't give any special 
recognition to it. But various 
midrashim, all written by the 
Sages, specifically refer to it as a 
sacred place. 

The Sages claimed that God’s 
holy presence never left tlus site. 

It was certainly regarded as holy 
lo them and is still considered as 
holy to us -not because the 


Ottoman Turks allowed ns to piny 
there, or as a political national 
symbol dining the British 
Mandate, hut because it ri i I k- 
only remnant of mu I b*lv 
Temple.

expressly mentions the WVsimi 
Wall in that period. 

The Western Wall began lo 
acquire the significance it has 
today only in the early loth 
century, with the big Sephauli 
nliyn and the conquest ol 
Jerusalem by the Ottoman Sult.iii 
Selim, who restored the site to 
the Jews alter tile local ( 'In islians 
had turned it into a garbage 
dump.

After five years, I can see The Question coming, 
not sure I’ve got the right response worked

I he visitor hunched forward, looked 
around shiftily, and asked The Question. 

They usually do, and at a time like 
this - long after dinner, in a quiet Tel 
Aviv bar, a few glasses tucked away all 
round. 

“Tell me, what's it like living here?” 
Pause. “You know, with the Jews." 

New Age liberals arc always (he worst - 
you know, the ones whose best friends arc 
nil block, Jewish, feminist or gay. What 
have these people got ngninst their own 
types? Most of my best friends arc drunks, 
layabouts, sex manures, journalists and oth- 
cr reprobates - and that’s just the women. 

What The Question means is: “In Lon- 
don, some of my best friends are Jews, in 
fact there’s a Jewish family living on my 
street, but here ... I mean the country's all 
Jewish nnd you're not, well, you know..." 
Not what? Pregnant? 


After five years, I can see the question 
coming, but I’m still not sure I’ve got the 
right response worked out. (All suggestions 
gratefully received.) As I sip and ponder, I 
feel like someone in front of a mirror trying 
to work out the right expression for walking 
into the boss’s office and asking for a raise. 

One questioner was an Irishman - north- 
ern. After several liquid hours together 
he’d had most of my life story and I was 
growing increasingly irritated by his refusal 
to soy straight out whether he came from a 
Catholic or Protestant background. 

Now foreigners may not understand, but 
most of us Irish care as much about religion 
os does the average Tel Avivian. Gut we are 
a tribal lot too and like to know one anoth- 
er’s coding system. Religion is the password 
into more interesting cultural baggage - 
territory, politics, social niches, football 
teams, icons, all that stuff. There is a war on

Iran. Krusncy says, has used that combi- 
nation well in trying to realize dreams that 
haven't changed since the country went 
from a secular kingdom to an Islamic repub- 
lic. It has about 5.CXKJ people working in its 
nuclear program, which he believes is n few 
years away from producing atomic weap- 
ons. Once again. Iran's chief partner in the 
supply of Western technology is Germany. 
Trade between tiie two countries runs at 
sonic $5 billion annually. 

Krosney. who was in Iran fora previous 
project and received excellent coo pern lion 
from iutthuriiics. described Teheran as feel- 
ing "technologically disc ri min tiled. hi terms 
of actual foreign policy, outside of support 
for terror movements, [run is acting no 
different than it would under the shall. It 
has the same strategic ambitions.'* 

Who can stop Iran? Krosney doubts 
whether the IIS will, lie says the Clinton 
administration has done little to stop prolif- 
eration and has downgraded am issue that 
was important to the Reagan and Bush 
administrations. 

Just like Germany, the US finds that hi- 
tech means jobs. Krosney says. "Americans 
want to sell technology," he says. “They've 
removed the barriers on supercomputers. 
Obviously, they don't have faith in control- 
ling it. On this issue. I nm very disappointed 
and so are the people on the inside. It's 
going to lead to chaos and anarchy in the 
international field, which will lead to a very 
dangerous situation.” 

North Korea is the most obvious example 
of US complacency, Krosney says. Last 
summer, some members of the Clinton ad- 
ministration threatened that Washington 
would stop Pyongyang's nuclear program 
by force. Those voices have been stilled. 

Last month the UN Security Council called 
on North Korea to open its nuclear installa- 
tions to inspection. North Korea still has not 
fully complied, and has instead threatened to 
attack South Korea. The TJS is sending Patri- 
ot missiles to South Korea and is planning a 
military exercise with Seoul. 

“America has chosen not to make U into 
an ultimate issue," Krosney says. “What is 
being worked out is some kind of face- 
saving formula, where the International 
Atomic Energy Agency won't even go to 
(he area where the stuff is being produced, 
Even if North Korea has produced one 
bomb, it could serve as a deterrent [against 
an American attack]. It is not enough to 
have one bomb. Nonetheless, North Korea 
has shown [hat it CHn do it with impunity. 

"There arc other things thru can counter- 
balance this. Japan is being an active player 
because it is threatened. Japan has been a 
major financial backer of Iran and has with- 
held or made certain conditions on not fi- 
mincing the North Korean program." 
Krosney says Israel will play a major role 
■ in the rise of nuclear pqwers in the Middle 
East. It reportedly has nuclein wenpons and | 
could use it as a bargaining chip against the 
weapons buildup of conventional arms by ; 
its neighbors. 

• He maintains that Israel's nuclear arsenal 
serves ns a bargaining chip ngajnsi the Ar- 
abs’ Superiority in conventional arms. "We 
ar.e! arriving at a situation where. the process 
• will be similar to East and Western Eu- 
rope." he says. 

Krosney now turns to Gcrpinny. His cur-

In 1985, Iran was still in the midst of its 
war with Iraq. The country had been 
stripped of much of its expertise. Many of 
tnc lop scientists remained in what the Aya- 
tollah considered the fleshpots of the West. 
Still, the expatriates had their ears, eyes^ 
hearts and hands out for invitations to re- 
turn to their homeland, if their safety could 
he guaranteed, and if they received ade- 
quate salaries. Iran's physical nuclear infra- 
structure, still fragmentary, was itself in a 
deteriorating condition. 

To start. Amrollahi focused on existing 
assets. The Iranians’ US-supplied five- 
megawatt research reactor of the Triga type 
worked with uranium enriched to a bomb- 
grade 90 percent level. As the Iranians got 
active again m the mid-1980s, they required 
fresh fuel. The Americans decided against 
supplying it themselves. Nor did they par- 
ticularly want others to supply it. But, since 
Iran had signed the Non-Proliferation Trea- 
ty, the Americans had limited leverage in 
blocking a purchase elsewhere.

Then, acting in accordance 
with American advice. German officials 
came up with a clever, but legalistic, solu- 
tion Thc Germans pointed out that, though 
the goods had been paid for. thc original 
export licenses expired in 1984. when a 
different situation had applied. The Ger- 
man government simply denied the Sie- 
mens company a renewal of its export li- 
censes. A Foreign Office official involved in 
the decision-making process. Dr. Johannes 
Preisingcr. told me by telephone. "The 
Americans believe the Iranian nuclear pro- 
gram is going in a military direction and 
that’s good enough tor us." 

An official from the Economies Ministry 
added: "There’s no way that equipment is 
going to Iran. No way." 

Germany also included Iran on what offi- 
cials referred to as an "H-list of countries, 
where licenses hail to be reviewed and ap- 
proved on an itemized basis. This grouping 
comprised 35 countries that were suspected 
of having programs for weapons of mass 
destruction. The list provided a basis for an 
unofficial, but potentially effective, embargo 
on nuclear technology. The requirement for 
German license npprovnls affected not only 

the Bushehr project, but all nuclear goods for 

Iran, according to Wolfgang Danner, head ot 
the licensing bureau at Eschborn. 

Foreign minister Mohammad All ve- 
laynti. during a visit to Germany in July 
1992, called for the Germans to restore full, 
normal commercial relations with Iran. By 
this, he meant more specifically that the 
nuclear supplies, bought and paid for >y 
Iran for the Bushehr installation, should be 
released, restored as necessary, and deliv- 
ered. In the Iranian view, it was basically 
highway robbery, plain and simple, for the 
Germans to arbitrarily hold what rightly 
belonged to Iran.

seemingly benign agreement wher y 
many would modernize Russia s antiquated 

power reactor equipment. . 

The Germans, through Siemens, agreed, 
to provide the Russians wth state-of-the- 
art equipment, including electronic control 
systems and other advanced hardware and 
software, to run their civilian nuclear power 


installations. In I98h, one ol the wurld s 
most terrible nuclear disasters had occurred 
at Chernubyl in Ukraine, as a power reactor 
malfunctioned, exploded, mid spewed off 
radioactive materials. 

Not only Imd hundreds mid eventually 
thousands died, but nuclear waste had becn 
carried by wind currents over central and 
northern Europe. No one wanted a second 
Chernobyl tragedy. Siemens set up a con- 
sortium together with Russia's Kurchatov 
Institute, an organization that under the 
Communists had handled much of the Sovi- 
et Union’s nuclear research. 

The problem did not lie in the German- 
Russinn deal, a humanitarian as well as 
profit-making enterprise. Rather, attention 
focused on a second, sccnrtngly separate 
operation. Russia wanted to sell its nuclear 
facilities, just like everybody else, and dur- 
ing 1991 and '92 explored a sale to Iran. In 
August 1992. the Russians and Iranians an- 
nounced their agreement in principle to 
further “cooperation in peaceful nudear 
fields." Within the framework o that 
agreement, the two states announced, "the 
parties have initiated cuoperalion for tlic 
construction and operation of two nuclear 
power plant units in Iran of the type 
VVER-440-2123 based on observing all 
safety rules and regulations and the codes 

and standards of the IAEA.' 

As negotiations on tlus contract proceed- 
ed. the obvious suspicions churned: that Iran 
had found a back-door way to gel Siemens s 
state-of-the-art control equipment. Russia 
was then, and still is. nearly broke and in 
urgent need of foreign currency. How could 
such equipment be denied if the Iranians 
were really going ahead? The cost of these 
500 -mcgnwatt reactors could amount to a 
hefty $2 billion apiece. The very process of 
agreement with Russia could also be seen as 
subtle pressure by Inin on the German gov- 
ernment to renovate Bushehr.

One of the more interesting projects was a 
large industrial campus for high-tech com- 
panies to be established in Teheran. This 
was a technology-sharing venture. Called 
ETEC, the Essen Technology center com- 
bined the efforts of various high-tech Ger- 
man companies, Krupp firms among them 
in a common development and marketing 
enterprise. With its base in the heart of the 
Ruhr Valley, a hop and a jump from down- 
town Essen, a number of firms had devel- 
oped advanced metal processes that could 
be helpful in nuclear development. EL 
was similarly engaged in a far-reaching ef- 
fort with Kazakhstan. 

The Iranians encountered problems. Nu- 
merous license applications were pending in 


rows to put the new ideas in science and 
advanced technology into a black box - and 
then to lock the box, as if this never hap- 
pened in history. . 

“Science is science, techndlogy is tech- 
nology. We [Iran] are a huge nation with a 
huge human resource. It is very impossible 
and impractical, I think, in the mode in 
world, to keep a nation from advancement. 
I think it very naive if they think it is possi- 
ble; It is very unfair, also, to deprive a 
nation from access to science and knowl- 
edge because they may be, in the future, a 
dangerous man."

The news had not yet been reported on the 
radio, and details were sketchy. All Roth- 
schild knew was that a bus had been attacked 
as passengers boarded and disembarked in 
Hadera, and that there were injuries. 

“I was in shock," lie recalls. His first 
move: to a telephone, to let his wife know 
that he was all right. She spread the word to 
the rest of the Rothschild family, preventing 
unwarranted anxiety when the news would 
be broadcast a few minutes later. 

After the car bomb in Afula on April 6, 
which killed seven and injured 52, Roth- 
schild says the branch’s drivers were shak- 
en. The driver, Asher Attia, 48, was known 
by all of his colleagues, and they all knew 
that it could just as easily have happened to 
them. 

* This isn’t the beginning of terror against 
Egged buses, Rothschild says as he drives 
past the monument to the 37 people killed 
in the 1978 coastal road attack on two 
Egged buses, near the Glilot Junction. 
‘The whole country is dotted with 
monuments." 

In the eflrly days of the intifada, he re- 
counts, his brother drove on the Upper 
Nazareth-Jerusalem line, through the terri- 
tories. “In the beginning, there were 
stones. Later, there were Molotov cock- 
tails, he says. "He got it all." 

During a four-year stint in Egged's Eilat 
branch, Rothschild lost a friend, the driver 
of a bus that was attacked at Netafim. Four 
passengers also lost their lives in the 1990 
attack. 

And now this," lie says, referring to tlie 
two recent attacks. “It’s not a big leap to 
think that it could happen to me, too."

“Anywhere else, a security guard is just a 
security guard," he snys.

“The airport has a whole staff of security 
people,’’ lie says. “I can check the bus 
before and after each trip, but it’s much 
harder to keep track of what happens dur- 
mg the trip. What about bombs that ex- 
plode before the end of the trip? 

"Just driving on the roads here is difficult 
enough, but now we’re supposed to be on 
the lookout for terrorists and car bombs, 
too. It’s hard."

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Haifa, says he was stunned when he heard 
of the car-bomb attack. “I was supposed to 
drive the same route five minutes after Ash- 
er,” he says. “I drove, because you can’t 
stop the buses.” 

Kabiri bas seen a lot in his years on the 
road.

You 
don’t need to be an astute analyst to note 
that Hamas activists from the territories 
enjoy a degree of cover when they operate 
In areas populated by Israeli Arabs. A Ha- 
mas activist waiting for a bus in Umm el- 
Fahm, for instance, would draw less atten- 
tion than if he stood at a bus stop m 

^ When Tel Aviv-bound buses leave Afula, 
they immediately pass through Wadi Ara, 
where they often pick up Arab passengers. 
Rothschild tries to keep track of who 
boards with packages; when they disem- 
bark, he makes sure they take everything 
with them. 

He has fewer concerns when he drives the 
route in the opposite direction, since the 
first hour of the 100-minute trip is along the 
coast, where he doesn’t usually have many 
“suspicious" passengers. 

On this particular trip, there are no suspi- 
cious types, and as Rothschild pulls the bus 
into the Afula central bus station, he smiles 
and says, “We made it. Another trip fin- 
ished in peace.’- 

After the last passenger disembarks, he 
parks the bus. Before locking the bus, he 
checks to make sure no parcels have b«n 
■ ' left behind. He then packs the cash he has 
collected and his stock of unsold tickets Wto 
his small leather bag, and removes hia pistol 
from his belt, placing it alongside the tick-

Egged offered us the opportunity to 
buy guns at reduced prices, but on princi- 
ple, I won’t carry a gun unless the company 
provides it." 

Kabiri; “I carry a gun, but I d be afraid to 
use it. If I shoot, who do you think will be 


held responsible?" 

“Imagine if the IDF offered soldiers who 
wanted to carry guns the opportunity to buy 
M-16s at a reduced rate," Pri-el says 
sarcastically. 

Golan, Egged’s spokesman, defends the 
policy. "Egged does not provide guns, ex- 
cept on special routes, such as in the territo- 
ries. The weapons are the drivers’ and they 
are intended for self-defense." 

If the company recommends that drivers 
carry guns, why doesn’t it provide them?

I n lhc drivers’ lounge at the Afula bus 
station, first word has just arrived about 
lhc ax attack on a bus cn route to Ncvcli 
Ya’acov in northern Jerusalem. One driver 
says il was in Bc’er Ya’acov, near Ness 
Ziona. (A few minutes later, a more accu- 
rate report sets the record straight.) Anoth- 
er immediately complains that the bus driv- 
er’s job was growing impossible. 

"If Labor had won a solid majority in the 
elections, we would have had peace al- 
ready," one mustachioed driver says to no- 
body in particular. Another driver donning 
a knitted kippa scoffs and points to the 
memorial comer thc drivers have main- 
tained since Attia was killed. “That’s what 
we got because of Rabin,” he says. “It’s 
about time you started to understand where 
you live. This’ is the Middle East. That s 
reality." . 

Pri-cl tries to be constructive, but ne 
doesn’t have the answers. “I can’t tell you 
what the solution is, but I know that the 
appropriate authorities have to work harder 
to change this new reality.” 

Kabiri notes that the government has sug- 
>: gested sending liigh-school students and the 
g unemployed to work in agriculture, as a 
3 replacement for Arab laborers who have 
§ been unable to work because of thc closure 
5 of the territories. "They could also conduct 
surprise checkups on buses and in bus sta- 
tions,” he says. Asked if high schoolers 
should be given such responsibility, lie says, 

"Why not? When I was 14, 1 patrolled a 
moghav with a Czech rifle.” 

Pri-el dismisses the idea. "If you put 
security personnel on buses, that may do 
something, but what good will come out of 
putting the unemployed on buses?" 

■ But Kabiri insists his proposed watchmen 
might serve some good. “Eye witnesses say 
the terrorist walked around the Hadera bus 
station for half an hour last week before he 
stormed the bus," he says. “He was sweat- 
ing and shaking. People noticed him and 
said, ’What’s that drug addict doing here? 
but nobody did anything about it." 

Drivers repeatedly note the rule to re- 
serve two of thc front four seats on every 
bus for police officers or soldiers (the fourth 
is supposed to go to the elderly or disabled.) 

“The old folks like to sit in front," Pri-el 
says. "Believe me, I don’t know why, but 
once they sit themselves down, it’s impossi- 
ble to argue with them.” 

Yisrael Hilawi, who hns been with Egged 
since 1969, Bays that many soldiers refuse to 
sit in the front row, raying they want to 
sleep en route. “Even when someone 
agrees to sit there, they almost always fall 
asleep." 

A day on the road. A day with Egged 
bus drivers. A day filled with the un- 
certainty and insecurity that overshadows 
anything they may like about their jobs.

give money, no matter how much the cou- 
ple might prefer it. Moreover, the figure on 
the check is almost invariably higher than 
the cost of a gift item. 

If you do give money, what is a reason- 
able sum? 

Everyone’s answer is that it depends how 
close yon are to the bride nnd/or groom. 
And though no one says it outright, it obvi- 
ously also depends on Hie economic stand- 
ings of both giver nnd recipient. 

A gift too large can be as much of n faux 
pas as one too small. "A single friend gave 
us a check of NtS 500 for our wedding, nnd 
now wc feel wc have to do the same for his 
forthcoming marriage," one newlywed 
complained to me.

An Enema

I r. Gideon Ofrat is a peculiarly Israeli 
phenomenon, a curator without a mu- 
seum. Apart from guest shows at vari- 
ous museal venues, from time to lime 
he has used the Jerusalem Artists House as 
a substitute. In particular, he has champi- 
oned the cause of a lot of historical, if third- 
rate, local art. He now brings to his Jerusa- 
lem venue “Paintings, Enemas and Cups, 
a display selected from two different collec- 
tions*. that of the Ein Harod museum, from 
which he has obtained some gloomy Jewish 
East European paintings, mostly of rabbis 
at prayer, from the 19th-century Enlighten- 
ment period; and early medical equipment 
of the same period, from the collection of 
Prof. Lior Rosenberg of Beersheba. 

Ofrat's catalog serves to point up that this 
show is the third in his latest metamor- 
phoses as local champion of the readymade. 

His new buzzword: transposition. First 
transposition, he writes, was his transfer ot 
A vital Geva’s kibbutz greenhouse to the 

1993 Venice Biennale. Second was his idea 
for a philosophical show at the Israel Muse- 
um, where art would be brought up from 
the cellars as part of a cathartic act; the 
museum turned it down, but he has sold the 
scheme to a German establishment. 

In this third show, the union of the dispa- 
rate exhibits is evidently supposed to support 
connections between the spiritual and the 
corporeal and the EnUghtenmenfs mtention 
to heal the Jewish people through art and 
poetry. One of Rosenberg’s phrenology 
busts is given prominence; so is a poem by 
physician-poet Shaul Tchemikowsky. 

Well, the paintings selected ore the antith- 
esis of intellectual thought; they are all devot- 
ed to sentimental versions of the devotional. 
Even the Isidor Kaufman is poorly done. It s 
all bad ait, in support of the values the 
Enlightenment wanted to jettison. . 

The medical instruments are at least in- 
teresting, particularly the beaut ^ ^ y 
formed wooden stethoscopes and the sculp- 
tural porcelain bedpan, with its Ducham 
pian overtones. Incidentally, 
grandfather traveled around Turkish 
Palestine “cupping" its ailing tahabUante 
and giving enemas, so this part of the show 
was of amused interest to me. 

But Ofrat’s text is thin to the point of 
ephemerality. Is aU this an act of despera- 
tion? 

THIS YEAR'S Ish-Shalom Jerusalem Prize 
laureates, Dedl Ben Shaul (b. Jerusalem, 
1932) and Uri Shechner (b. Tel Aviv, 1945) 
are each given a room at this venue. Ben 
Shaul, who sees himself as the old lion in 
winter, shows a series of large seK-portrai 
on paper, all painted with virtuoso g^tural 
handling and utter painterly ^nfidenw. 
Schechner shows chiefly small, mimma 
landscapes with over-rudimentary composi- 
tions; best is his singular lyric watercolor in 
the foyer. 

ALSO AT the same venue, Itshak de Lange 
(b. Israel, 1951) a teacher Who studied in 
Holland, shows large peUuad paintings of 
what appear to be ciphers tor P»« * n “ 
boats in expanses of blue water, as 
several gestural abstractions. Also on 
are several works made of Incisions to p y- 
wood surrounded by a swathe of paint that 
bonds the work with its frame m a very 
esthetic manner. De Langehas a fine toudi, 
his flair for technique outstrips his ideas and 
lends his originality a touch of sterility.

"Notorious") deals with social and artistic 
themes. For example, “The House as a 
Ritual Site” contains line and wash draw- 
ings of undulating sea serpents contrasted 
with sketches of contemporary iron and 
wood furniture with floral decorations; 

. ■ • “The History of Sculpture” equates Bran- 
cusi arid Barnett Ncwinan with Buky 
Schwartz and a plethora of kitsch dolls 
stuffed into a glass jar; “Quality Time” 
deals with how to handle yourself in a plane 
crash.

ALAN DAVIE (b. Scotland, 1920), artist

:..Y . era! brush and ink drawings, 'zings with pure 
visual pleasure. 

Davie's expressive compositions, bub- 
bling with symbols, signs and intimate refer- 
ences culled front music and hl$ interest in 
Zeo and the occult, are unified by stamping 
the simplicity of intuitive painting with the 
discipline of traditional techniques which 
simultaneously captivate the viewer’s 

senses and intellect. 

Davie's marvelously stylized animals, 

• richly decorated interiors and mythical mo- 
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tifs reduced to flat shapes, project the dual- 
ity of primitive markings and sophisticated 
rendering. It is the ability to liberate the 
essence of experience from the rough mat- 
ter of the mind which makes Davie’s nrt 
something special. 

When dealing with the full spectrum of 
color, what could easily become brash ca- 
cophony is orchestrated by Davie into an 
ordered harmony. He writes: "The myste- 
rious element of color, perhaps the most 
important element in my painting (and in- 
deed my life) is something utterly magical 
to me... [they] must sing together very 
much like the notes in music; a mingling of 
wave lengths; in light as in sound, though 
perhaps not so mathematically predictable 
in color.” The exhibit is supported by the 
British Council and accompanied by a small 
but well-printed catalog. Recommended.

DORRIT YACOBY (b. Israel. 1952) cre- 
ates poetic reliefs from prosaic rubbish. Her 
small tactile pictures, set deep within re- 
cessed frames, are assembled from a wide 
variety of materials including wooden slats, 
bits of fabric, broken glass and heavily ap- 
plied pigment and coagulated gels. 

Although most panels defy distinct sub- 
jective explanations, several, especially 
those describing flowers and plants, contain 
strong graphic images of stamen and petals 
trapped like prehistoric fossils in crusty 
fields of abstract color. 

To her credit, Yacoby is able to maintain 
the same interesting dynamics of arte po- 
vera and memorabilia in these small formats 
as -she does in her wall-size arrangements.

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Today tourists are following a 1,800-year-old tradition 
of getting in it up to their necks.

L ying back in the near. darkness, I dosed 
my eyes and drifted off. I sensed tropi- 
cal plants and palm trees waving dimly 
through a haze and felt warm jets of 
water soothing^ away the tension jn my 
. shoulders. The' air was chilly but I was 

comfortable and relaxed - in fact, I began 
to think E might have gone to heaven. 

\ It might not be paradise, but an evening 

visit to the hot springs of Hamat Gader 
must be pretty close. .Hot water meeting 
C°ld air produces a fog near the waterfall 
; ;; under which even the most harassed cxecu- 1 
live could unwind. 

■\ Deep inside the belly of, the earth, biazv 
ing-hot stones heat flowing water. As it 
travels through the earth, the water absorbsj . 
minerals such as sulfur and potassium from 
I the rocks, then bursar oiit of the. surface 
--— 1 through cracks formed during the creation 
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of the Syrian* African Rift. Hot springs can 
be found all along the rift: in Ein Gedi, 
Tiberias and here in Hamat Gader. 

• • Hamat Gader offers a wide variety of at- 
tractions/ And charges entrance fee, 
though this covers a vast majority of delights:

the southern border of the Golan Heights. 

Look for Jordanian checkpoints on the 
other side of the border. An agreement 
specifies exactly how the two countries can 
divvy up the river's flow: In dry years Israel 
pumps water from the Yarmuch to the Sea 
of Galilee. 

Follow a twisting road that descends into 
Hamat .Gader and pay your entrance fee. 
Park m the shady lot and begin exploring 
the antiquities nearby. 

, Even yjsitors in the know may walk by 
the ancient remains closest to' the parking 
lot (on a hill to your right) without noticing 
the benches. They were part of a Roman 
theater - not an amphitheater Uke the pne 
in Beit She'an .-« but a. playhouse with a 
center stage surrounded by 15 rows of seats. 
Built into a wall, they could hold up to 
2,000 pleasure-goers. ' 


From the second to sixth century CE 
many Jews were assimilated into Roman 
culture and an ornate synagogue located on 
the lull bears witness to the fact that obKr 
vn.it Jews visited this site. In fact, explains 
Bnr-IInn University lecturer Yisrael Sha 
1cm, who led us through Hamat Gader 
they cninc not only to bnthc but attended 
theater performances as well. When talrau- 
die scholars, commenting on a verse in the 
Book of Psalms, wrote the phrase ‘happy is 
a person who didn't sit in n house of fools " 
they were referring to the Roman theater 
nnd the fact Hint Jews were often found 
among the audience. 

After exploring the theater follow signs 
to the bathhouses. Instead of descending 
modern-day metal steps, walk over to the 
original Roman entrance. 

THE SOURCE of the name Hamat Gader 
(“hot springs of Gader’*) is in its proximity 
to the important Hellenistic city of Gadara, 
today Oom Kayis on the Jordanian side of 
the border. Although archeologists have 
found evidence of habitation 5,000 years 
ago, the spa wnsn’t developed until resi- 
dents of Gadarn built the bathhouses in the 
early second century CE. Quite possibly 
they were helped in their construction by 
the Roman legion. 

Popular until the eighth century CE, the 
spa was frequented by .Greeks, Romans, 
Jews, Christians and even early Moslems. 
Mixed swimming led Epiphnnius, a fourth- 
century monk, to try warning Christians 
away, telling them that “Satan is working at 
Haniut Gader." 

In their heyday most of the baths had 
ceilings and the walls were covered with 
marble. Guests stayed for several days, 
sometimes to reap the benefits of the bnths’ 
healing waters; more often simply for the 
sheer sensual pleasure. 

Altogether there were seven separate 
pools, each with its own temperature and 
type of water. Masseurs, stand-up comedi- 
ans, ami even professional hnir-pluckers 
worked at the site, says Shalem. and the 
Romans paid spies to sit in the baths nnd 
listen to what the public had to say. 

It is no coincidence that the bathhouses 
arc located in this particular spot for the 
nnlural hot springs ure nearby, at the far 
end of the complex. The water wns pumped 
into the pools and cooled slightly so bathers 
would find the temperature bearable. 
Descend the steps to the entrance plaza, 
then walk under the colonnades into the 
Hall of Pillnrs. It is likely that this first pool 
was only lukewarm to accustom bathers to 
the water. 

Above you, at the far end of the pool, are 
three niches; Each niche probably held a 
statue of the god or goddess after whom that 
particular bathhouse was named: Merry- 
makers, as well as visitors seeking a cure, 
often practiced religious rites here. Indeed, 
says Shalem, most of the inscriptions found 
[ here called Hamat Gader a holy site, 
i In spite of the presence of idols, Jews 
often frequented the baths. The Talmud 
refers to their visits, noting that among 
them was Rabbi Yehuda Hariassi, at one 
time the head of the Jewish court. 

Exit on the far side of the Hall of Pillars 
and turn right toward the Lepers’ Pool. 
Lepers (probably referring to sufferers 
from severe psoriasis) lit torches in special 
evening vigils and placed them in holders on 
the walls. It was hoped that after spending 
the entire night in the pool they would have 
visions of being cured. If they did, this was a 
sign of future health. . 

HOW MOVE left into the Oval Pool, so 
named because of Us shape. Here a massive 
domed ceiling rose over 10-meter-high 
walls. Hot water was piped directly from 
the spring outside; water to cool the pool 
was brought through lead pipes to the six 
fountains around its edge. 

The water was so hot that sprinklers 
were used to cool it off; you can see some of 
the originals around the pool.’ Unlike the 
majority of pools, where the marble has 
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inscriptions were discovered ill lire baths, 
informing the public which important fig- 
ures had donated money toward its upkeep. 

After a day spent moving through pools, 
each hotter than the last, visitors arrived at 
the open-air pool in the Hall of Fountains. 
The largest of all, this pool was surrounded 
by 32 fountains which sprinkled cool water 
on the bathers. It was in this pool that the 
majority of inscriptions arc found, probably 
written here as there is more light by which 
to read them.

them very instructive today, considering the 
Knowledge (lint has mcnnwhilc accumulat- 
ed and the significant changes in the theo- 
retical interpretations of musical facts as a 
result of continuous research. 

Shiloah’s book iins now arrived to fill a 
real gap. He is particularly qualified to 
write such a book because he is one of the 
tew- who is equally at home in musicology 
and in Arabic studies. This enables him to 
investigate the rich Arabic medieval source 
material on music written by Arabs and 
Jews and to interpret its musical content 
reliably. Since most Arabists, just like 
scho lavs of other non-European cultures 
usually know very little about the music of 
those cultures, and most Western musieolo- 
gisls do not know non-European languages, 
this is a rare and happy combination of a 
scholar well-versed in both disciplines, as 
required for thoroughly documented 
research. 

This is tint a book on the history of Jewish 
music. A historical approuch would have 
been cumbersome and hardly very illumi- 
nating in view of the immense variety of 
different Jewish ethnic communities and 
traditions whose history did not develop 
along identical or parallel lines. Neither 
does the book describe the music of each 
community by itself - f1 procedure that ,

The typical Jewish twist* of course, i 
inake fun of it lall, in this case so at 
suppress accusations of surrendering to i 
timentality. Yet it’s easy to push the stei 
type too far. That is why so many Jews c 
the years have shuddered, at How To l 
Jewish . Mother and, for that matter, 
Spritzers like Jackie Mason. When Gre

makes her sound niggardly, if not down- 

"^Tliifis not to say, as many in fact have, that 
the book is antisemilic or that Dan Green- 
burg is a “self-haling Jew.” No. the book is at 
once too gentle and too removed from any- 
ihine genuinely Jewish to justify those easy 
accusations. Grecnburg tellingly opines that 
vou don’t have to be Jewish or a mother to be 
a Jewish mother ("an Italian barber or an 
Irish waitress can be a Jewish mother ). Ana 
in his terms, he’s quite right. You just have to 

be, well, fairly moronic. 

Fact is, Greenburg’s vision of Jewish moth- 
erhood is not so much out of date, exaggerat- 
ed or unreal as it is plain idiotic. Heres 
Greenburg’s Jewish mother discussing Ethio- 
pian Jews: “I was also amazed to learn that so 
many colored people had become Jewish 
there. I think it must be the influence of 
Sammy Davis, Jr., don’t you? I wonder what 
their lives are like? I wonder what they call 
the woman who comes in to clean. 

So now she’s also ill-informed and small- 
minded. And we could go on and on. (The 
passage of 30 years, the 17 additional books 
and the plays and film scripts apparently 
haven’t much sharpened Greenburg s w,t. 

His attempts to “update” this anniversary 
edition of How To Be has his Jewish mother 
believing rap music is music to accompany 
wrapping Hanukka presents.) Sadly, the 
overall image remains that of a woman who 
is hopelessly ignorant (yet convinced of her 
wisdom), suffering, self-sacrificing, plebe- 
ian, obsessive, grasping, controlling, 
smothering, belittling and guilt-inducing. 

Some of these notions are certainly wor- 
thy of serious consideration, or even, fl to 
Roth, of serious satire. (My criticism of 
Greenburg should not be read as a defense 
of Jewish mothers; hey. I’ve had a Jewish 
mother myself, and l could tell you a thing 
or two.) But lightweight that he is, Dan 
Greenburg is simply making jokes about a 
caricature of a cartoon figure. 

Somewhere behind it all. however, lurks 
the matriarchal symbol of a close and canng 
family and community life. And if tot jy. s 
children of those Jewish mothers in their 
iridescent cycling shorts won’t have much 
idea of what Greenburg is talking about, 
that doesn’t mean that, in their own inartic- 
ulate way, they don’t long for some Jewish 
mothering. 

ANNA SEQUOIA'S dreary Adult ChiU 
dren of Jewish Parents Is another take on 
Greenburg’s theme, and just about as su- 
perficial. Sequoia (««, a % S ^ te ' L!!^ 
Schneider) is the author of 77re Official 
J.A.P Handbook, which should tell you a 
good deal right there. 

Sequoia’s given premise is that anyon 
who has had Jewish parents is seriously 
damaged. The reasons of course are the 
same that Greenburg suggests (Jewish 
mother as controlling, smothering, belit- 
tling, guilt-inducing, etc.), and she likewise 
makes no effort to examine these things. 
(Interestingly, neither aufoor entertains th^ 
possibility that, for all the beav T - u, 
ness of these imaginary parents, iheymight 
actually love their children - something that 

even Alex Portnoy readily acknowfodged ) 
Sequoia expands her vision, if that s the 
word, to Jewish fathers, whoareinvanably 
wimps. For the sake of the family, for ex 
ample, Sequoia’s Jewish father eats “ld 
leftover spaghetti out of . the J e{r ‘ g f ( [ a .°I 
while everyone else is sitting down 
brisket of beef.

Beyond aU this, the book s ^^sabo- 
taged by its attempt to parody all those seu- 
i • help, Instep recovery guides.

READING FROM 
RIGHT TO LEFT

D uring the past few months, some of the 
country’s major novelists have present- 
ed the fruits of their labors to the pub- 
lic. Amos Oz came out with Al Tagidi 
Laila (“Don’t Pronounce it Night"), Aharon 
Megged published Ga’aguim LeOlga 
(“Longing for Olga”), A. B. Yehoshua pro- 
duced Hashiva Mi’Hodu (“The Return from 
India"), and, in a bid for recognition as a 
serious novelist, Batya Gur, known hitherto 
as a writer of excellent mysteries and an 
intelligent book-reviewer, also produced a 
novel, Lo Kach Tiarti Li ("That s Not How l 
Imagined It," though the publishers called it 

Afterbirth in English). 

Meir Shalcv has also came out with a 
major book. His two earlier novels told lalT 
tales about the generations of farmers who 
settled the Land of Israel in the period 
before the establishment of the state. The 
first was called Roman Russi (the English 
translation is entitled The Blue Mountain, 
though the Hebrew title literally means 
“Russian Novel," involving a play on words 
typical of Sbalev, since roman can also 

mean a sexual affair). 

Before the novel appeared, Shalev was 
known as a TV media critic, a writer of 
children's books and a newspaper columnist 
who had produced a clever book about the 
Bible. Roman Russi was a smash succeM, 
both critically and commercially, and Sha- 
lev was immediately recognized as a fine 

n °lfis second novel, Esau, was also brilliant 
and successful (if the English uatisbuon \m 
not yet appeared, its publication is mirm- 
nent). Now, sustaining his high level of c - 
alivity, he has given us Keyamim Ahadim 
(“As^ Few Days"), published by Am Ovcd 
Shalev was born in the early J 950s 
Nalialal. the country’s first mosliav. Hw 
writing creates a kind of mythology, por 

traying the generation of his grandparents - 

Jews who came here from Europe and laid 
the foundations of modern Israel - as pas- 
sionate ginnts. He is not conrerncd with 
ideology, but with the fullness of life experi- 
ence, the liberation, of flesh and spirit. 

He writes in a grotesque, exaggerated 
manner similar to modern Latin American 
fiction, where eccentric characters prolifer- 
ate They perform unlikely actions in a bi- 
zarre world that is related to our own, but 
several steps beyond it. . 

As the title suggests, Keyamim Ahadlm* 
about romantic love, for it odomI tom. the 
famous phrase In GeneBis (29:20), Jacob 
served seven y«rs for Rahc ; and to=y 
seemed unto him as a few days. Shalev 
gives his narrator the unlikely name of 
“Zayde,” meaning grandpa in Yiddish, 
and ^as with every other detail of the book, 
therebVhan^a tale . Aside torn the nun- 
tor and hU mother, the main protagonists 
,°e the three men who loved her, any one of 
whom might be Zoydo's biologies a her 
In a mythical sense, they are all his fathers 

and see themselves that way. 

Early on, Shalev drops a hint about the 
meaX of the book: "Some people say 
that thepurpose of any story is to give order 
to reality Not only order in time, but also in 
d^eeof^gniEcsnce.

such a momentous story and such weighty 
matters as the creation of the world, the 
Tree of Knowledge, man and God, just to 
explain such a trifling and simple matter as 
hatred for snakes?" 

For Shalev, the telling of stories, the ability 
to invent and populate worlds, is not the 
answer lo questions but an expression of the 
freedom of the human spirit. His writing is 
witty, entertaining, astonishing and daring. 
Rather than submitting servilely to realism 
his imagination transfigures these materials. 

The puritanically minded critic might argue 
that such playful fiction waives any claim to 
moral seriousness, but that would be a se- 
verely limited way of reading. Certainly Sha- 
lev has chosen a risky way of writing. If fes 
fiction fails to seduce and convince you. he 
cannot point to the real world and say, “You 
may not tike it, but that’s the way things 
really arel" Nevertheless, Shalev clearly has 
the ability to carry it off, and he offers the 
reader rich delights. In comparison, both Oz 
and Megged, who reined in then imagina- 
tions in their most recent books, produced 
fiction that, despite their undoubted abilities, 
remains essentially arid.

man and the late Jacob Shabtai. 

Heizig teaches literature at the Open Uni- 
versity. Her studies arc detailed analyses of 
works by these writers, who, on the face of it, 
differ from each other considerably. Shabtai 
wrote two brilliant novels, the second pub- 
lished posthumously, and both were realistic 
and autobiographical in tone. Kensz is also a 
realistic author who observes life closely and 
docs not openly intrude as a personal pres- 
ence in his own writing. . 

Hoffman, an avant-garde writer, has 

moved beyond realism, and his art has be- 
come increasingly personal and cryptic. 
Hcrzig originally wrote the studies in her

M any years ago, I had a summer job 
as a lab assistant at the Bellevue 
Hospital morgue in New York. For 
me, the most attractive perk of my 
job was the opportunity to spend time with 
people who'd had long, as it were, hands-on 
experience with mayhem and murder. At 
lunch hour, I used to listen, enrapt, as my 
colleagues regaled me with tales of memo- 
rable autopsies and of the famous murdered 
dead, of people killed in appalling ways and 
found in unusual places. 

In case there was ever any doubt, the 
recent proliferation of "true-crime” books 
and tabloid television shows have made it 
abundantly dear that I was - that I am - 
hardly alone in my fascination with murder. 
Now, an intriguing new book by Wendy 
Lesser, editor of The Threepenny Review 
and author of His Other Half: Men Looking 
at Women Through Art, addresses our ap- - 
parcntly insatiable appetite for the grisly 
details of violent death. 

At the center of Pictures at an Execution 
is a 1991 court case in which a San Francisco 
public-television station sued for the right 
to broadcast the execution by lethal gas of a 
convicted killer. Throughout the book. 
Lesser repeatedly drdes back to the facts 
and the broader legal and moral implica- 
tions of “KQED v. Daniel B* Vasquez." 
One comes to see that, for Lesser, this 
complex and fascinating trial functions like 
a key due in a murder investigation - an 
essential piece of evidence that she keeps 
turning over as she attempts to fathom the 
reasons why we are so attracted to the 
spectacle of murder. 

"Who in the murder story arc we drawn 
to ~ the victim, the murderer, the detective? 
Why... are we so interested in seeing mur- 
der, either enacted or caught in the act? 
What are the sources of pleasure in a mur- 
der story, and how do these kinds of plea- 
sure connect with any sense of the morally 
suspect or reprehensible? Is it morally rep- 
rehensible to take an interest in murder, 
and is it possible to talk about these tilings 
without sounding either self-righteous or

Indeed, what’s most engaging about Ph 
litres at an Execution is the way in whkh 
Lesser’s intense involvement with her sub- 
jeet is mediated by a cool rationality that 
militates against sentimentality, cant and 
disingeiuiousness. It’s bracing to watch an 
active moral intelligence at work, ready to 
question anything, including the writer’s 
own motives: (lie possibility of piousness 
and the role of whnt Lesser calls “the sleaze 
factor” in our - and her own - fascination 
with her subject: "One of the everyday 
frailties shared by most of us is curiosity 
about the lurid details of murder. True-life 
murder stories ask the question of whether 
there is something inherently depraved in 
our curiosity. This is a question that threat- 
ens to expose the character of both die 
author or filmmaker and the reader or view- 
er, both purveyor of the sleaze and 111 
consumer.” 

Pictures at an Execution is the sort of 
book that involves its readers in a sorl of 
ongoing conversation with its author. Some 
readers may find themselves agreeing with 
Lesser's conclusions hut less than entirely 
persuaded by certain aspects of her argu- 
ment: for exnmple. her near-equation of 
legal execution (stale murder) with the 
more bloody, passionate - and less clinical- 
“everyday” killing that we read or heat 
about more and more frequently in newspa- 
pers and on TV. One may fed that the 
circumstances surrounding these two sorts 
of violent dentil one inspired hy some 
primitive hunger for retribution, the other 
by hatred nr greed are so different that 
they evoke in us two extremely different 
sets of emotional and moral responses. But 
ultimately, it hardly mailers whether we 
agree with everything that Wendy l-csser 
posits in Pictures «/ m Execution. Wc can 
rend the book with pleasure, interest and 
admiration for the play of her intelligence 
and the seriousness of her involvement. ■

C OMING from the lowest point on Earth 
Is enabling two girls from Kibbutz Eln 
God 1 to reach what may be the highest 
point In their young Uvea. 

On May 22 and 23, Tamar Annau, 1 1 , and 
tlana Frank, 10, will join more than 1,000 
young dancers on the stage of New York 
City's Madison Square Garden In a dance 
celebration of the Earth sponsored by the 
National Dance Institute (NDI). 

In keeping with the program's theme, pairs 
of children from the highest, lowest, coldest, 
hottest, driest and wettest places on the globe 
were chosen to represent thslr regions In 
dance. 

NDI was founded In 1976 by Jacques 
d'AmbolBe, a former principal dancer of the 
New York City Ballet, who since leaving the 
stage has dedicated himself to bringing dance 
Into the lives of as many children as possible. 

D'Ambolse. 60, came to Israel with his wife 
Carolyn last year to audition children who live 
near the Dead Sea, the lowest point on Earth. 
Friends \ti Tel Aviv directed him to Kibbutz Eln 
Gedl, where he spent several days watching 
approximately 50 children from the Elnot Ha- 
midbar school dance before choosing Tamar 
and liana. 

"He was friendly, and he didn’t yell when he 
got upset,- ’ recalls Tamar. 1 'He acted like a kid 
sometimes - funny and young.” 

"He told us he was looking for kids who had 
self-confidence and could handle a lot of re- 
hearsals," explains liana. 

To d’Ambolse, training la immaterial to his 
choice of dancers. 

"I always pick the children that never give 
up," the father of four said In an interview in 
New York. "When you’re working with some- 
one else, they're the ones off practicing In the 
comer. They’re not always the best dancers, 
but they're the ones who try the hardest." 

D'Ambolse, from a poor family In Dedham, 
Massachusetts, knows about trying hard. It 
was the ambition and determination of d’Am- 
bolse’s mother that brought him to the atten- 
tion of leading dance teachers. During his 
years with the New York City Ballet, d'Anri- 
boisB was acclaimed for roles featuring his 


spirited leaps. He also danced frequently on 
TV, In movies and In Broadway musicals. 

AFTER A lifetime associated with dance, 
d'Ambolse hasn’t lost his enthusiasm. 
Bouncy and ebullient, he’s always ready to 
leap up to demonstrate a new step he's just 
taught to a group of schoolchildren. 

And he's still in great shape. Dave Frank, 
liana's father, says that on an excursion to 
Masada, the dancer was climbing the rock 
faces "like a mountain goat - outdistancing 
everyone." 

Tamar and liana are to arrive In New York 
during the last week of April, to begin a month 
of Intensive training to prepare for the dance 
concert, billed as NDI's Event of the Year. 

This year's dance concert, called Rose- 
bud's Song, Is built around the work of Native 
American storyteller Rosebud Yellow Robe. 

For the past few months, the two girls from 
Eln Gedi have met weekly with Tel Aviv dance 
choreographer Mirali Sharon to prepare their 
dance, a simple three-minute routine that 
Sharon says contains Images of desert birds

A conversation starter 
whose language is jazz 


J AZZMAN Shmil Berniker gets such a 
kick out of working that he has to calm 
himself down when he comes home. 

"It’s pure pleasure," he raves. "It's an 
adrenaline trip. I've bought myself a Sega 
computer game to help me relax at night. 

He must need a lot of relaxing. 

TV viewers know 26-year-old Berniker as 
the big singer and sax and harmonica player 
who fronts the soul band on Margol , hosted by 
Margallt Tsanani. . 

The crowd at last year's Acre Festival know 
him from the prizewinning satirical show Op- 
eration Entebbe - The Musical. Regulars to 
the Jerusalem club Gizmo have been coming 
every Friday for the past four years to waten 
him and his friends play jazz. And he s just 
released a CD of jazz classics. 

Berniker seems sometimes grateful to me 
musicians around him, sometimes boastful, 
and sometimes amazed that he can make a 
living doing what he loves. 

"Fun Is the key word," he says, sitting n 
the Jerusalem apartment that he Bhares with 
two long-haired cats and a stack of funky hats. 
"None of what I've done has been planned, 
really. But I'll try anything once." 

There are people for whom opportunity 
seems to be beating out a drum solo on the 
door. Perhaps Berniker was born under a 
lucky star. But to turn opportunity Into success 
takes a lot of perseverance, and Berniker has 
worked hard to make It to the top of this 

country's |azz community. •. . 

When he finished his army service here, the 
Canadian-born Berniker decided to study psy- 
chology, with a minor in musicology. But ha 
says he wasn't happy with It. 

"The gap between what I liked in music and 
what I could do was very terge." he aay8 
"And at the time I waa playing a lot In clubs n 
Jerusalem." So the second year he went to 
the Rubin Academy and studied jazz perfor- 
mance with Boris Gammer. 

"He taught us that to play good jazz .you 
have to play a lot less than you know. It s like 
a conversation - you can do other hings but 
you can’t obstruct what other paople are do- 
Ing. It's like one person is talking at a time.

Menage a snore: No thanks for the memories

A more accurate title for Mark Ry- 
dell's new film, Intersection, 
might have been Cul-de-Sac. This 
fraught soap opera begins and ends 
with the exact same car crash; in the 
two hours between, we witness a 
time-release version of the memo- 
ries that flash through the driver's 
mind the instant he slams on the 
brakes. 

This non-linear expansion of a 
split-second’s panic could have giv- 
en form to an Inspired film. The vari- 
able nature of time is a cavernous 
subject, sprawling enough to appeal 
to directors as divergent in their ob- 
sessions as Jacques Rivette, Andre 
Tarkovsky, Michael Clmino and Ing- 
mar Bergman. 

Rydell, however, working from a 
refitted Hollywood script based on 
Claude Sautet's 1970 film, Les 
choses do la vie, doesn't linger too 
long on anything so abstract or pre- 
cariously Euro-obscure. His ap- 
proach is literal, tidy and terribly Inert. 

By showing us the traffic accident 
not once, but twice (three times, 
actually, so that the sequence 
comes to carry the comforting pre- 
dictability of a game-winning goal 
replayed and replayed in slow mo- 
tion), Rydell means to ballast the 


Intervening action with the Titanic's 
store of tragic irony. 

He got the sinking ship part right. 
Intersection Is a film in which some- 
one actually thinks hard, frowns, 
then says, "Tempus fugit, pal. 
Whatever you're going to do - do 
It.” 

And for those symbolically Im- 
paired members of our audience, 
fleeting time is represented by fre- 
quent shots of a ticking antique 
clock. Even the movie's poster col- 
ludes in the blatant anticlimax. Bits 
of broken glass lie scattered down a 
country road, and the big bad letters 
warn : Make every move as If It were 
your last. 

Tragic Irony? Comic banality is 
more like It. 

THE PROBLEM, of course, Isn't just 
the film's botched structural conceit, 
or Its ad campaign. If the bulk of the 
action weren't so anemic and cll- 
ch6d, a little spoiled suspense 
wouldn't really matter. 

Minute by minute, though. Inter- 
section offers more mawkish plati- 
tudes than the average Hallmark 
card. (Perhaps the stationery com- 
pany should consider a new line of 
"Carpe Diem” greetings. They'd 
put a few Hollywood scriptwriters 
out of business.) For a star-studded 
tale of yuppie Sturm und Drang, you 
need look no further. 

Richard Gere plays Vincent East- 
man, a Vancouver architect torn be- 
tween his almost-ex-wife, Sally 
(Sharon Stone) and his new girl- 
friend, Olivia (Lolita Davidovich). 

Sally Is pretty and Olivia is pretty. 
Vincent is also pretty. 

Vincent will have to choose. Vin- 
cent has trouble choosing. 

Vincent is going to have a car 
accident. We know this because we 
already saw him having his car acci-

dent. This fact (that he Is mortal) 
makes his choice between the two 
women meaningful - very, very, 
meaningful. 

This, more or less, Is what all the 
Lalinate fuss is about. Vincent and 
Sally also have a pretty teenaged 
daughter, whom Vincent loves very 
much. She makes a few amiable 
appearances, mostly, it seems, so 


that her father’s choice will seem 
more emblematic and essential: 
stable family vs. risky affair. He is 
not just deciding between two wom- 
en, but between two ways of life. 

But those women provide the film 
with its only Interesting' edge. 
Intersection is probably best 
tolerated as a.catty contest between 
two sex appeals, Sharon Stone's 


and Lolita Davidovich's. 

By playing the wife, Sharon Stone 
clearly means to prove herself a 
serious actress, capable of being 
more than the same old femme fa- 
tale. Unfortunately, as played by 
Stone, this particular wife is wound 
as tight as her intricate chignon. Her 
eyes redden every now and then, 
and sometimes her lower lip trem- 
bles. But try as she might to look 
serious and stricken, Slone's vain 
Impatience shows through: After 
each Important Dramatic Moment, 
she flashes a smile, tosses her 
head, then gets back her preferred '• 
stance as impervious Ice princess. 

There's a disconcerting Jekyfi 
and Hyde logic at work In Stone's 
effort, as if a mother were one thing 
(cold and fully dressed) and a sex- 
pot another (hot and without pant- 
ies). Fans of her earlier work will 
surely be disappointed by her man- 
nered attempt at cool matriarchy, 
and It’s rather difficult to Imagine 
anyone taking to the comely actress 
on the ba9ls of this part. 

So this viewer casts her vote (it 
fairly comes to an election) with the 
lesser-known Davidovich, who 
proves herself much more dexter- 
ous and thinking than Stone. She 
can manage smart and sexy at the 
same time, or hurt and coy, angry 
and searching. If any good at all 
comes from Intersection, It will be 
the offer of meatier parts to this vital 
actress. 

And Just one final moan: What's a 
talented screenwriter like Marshall 
Brlckman doing at a gang show like 
this? How Is it physically possible 
that the man who co-wrote Annie 
Hall, Manhattan and Sleeper could 
commit Intersection to paper? Let’s 
hope that greed Is the answer. It's 
too horrible to think Brlckman might 
really mean this drivel.

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M AYBE I'd never noticed it 
before, but there's some- 
thing odd about those peo- 
ple in the box in the corner of my 
living room. It's something to do 
with dimension and depth. 

Last week the topic In Oprah 
(Channel 3, Friday, 9:40 a.m.) was 
life In the year 2000. The gadgets 
and gimmicks ranged from the ridic- 
ulous to the more ridiculous. 

There's a virtual-reality headset 
that will let you nap for 15 minutes 
and make you think you've had a 
whole night's sleep. There's a ma- 
chine that will make breakfast lor 
you, but you have to want coffee, 
toast and fried eggs. The Japanese 
have invented a car that folds into a 
briefcase, so that you can drive 
yourself to the airport. And there's 
talk ol making famous people Into 
holograms, so you can fool yourself 
you're going on holiday with Paul 
Newman. 

I've got a belter Idea: Why don't 
you have a whole seven hours' 
sleep, get up and fix yourself a cup 
of tea and some cornflakes, take a 
cab to the airport and go on vacation 
with a real three-dimensional per- 
son you can talk to! 

COMEDIENNE Rita Rudner was 
also talking about futuristic gadgets. 
She said she bought one of those 
slow cookers, so this weak she's 
cooking for the year 2000. Rudner 
was on Channel 3 last Friday night 
at 9:1 5 p.m. In an hour ol solo stand- 
up comedy, in Bom to be Mild. Her 
delivery was dltsy, deadpan, dry - 
and delightful. 

Her one-liners were terrific: "I’ve 
never fallen In love - I've stepped In 
It a couple of times." She makes out 
that she's slightly odd (she called 
her goldfish "Fluffy") but lovable. 
All too soon she was neatly tying up 
the show with clever references to 
earlier jokes. Bravo, encore, more, 
more. 

THERE SHOULD be more sland-up 
comediennes In general. 1 tuned to 
The Larry Sanders Show (Monday, 
Channel 3, 10:30 p.m.) specially to 
catch comedienne Paula Pound- 
stone, who they said would be on, 
but it was a hoax to get suckers to 
watch the show. It was one of the 
saddest, most downbeat programs 
all week. This is a comedy?, 

Horrid Hank was so spiteful end 
childish the new bandleader quit. 
And Larry, torn between work and 
his personal life, messed up with his 
wile, who Is being turned against 
him by her meddling Bister from out 
ol town. There are circus clowns 
who are pathetic and funny at the 
same time. This show is so sad that 
it hurts to watch. 

IF LARRY Sanders was a downer, 
MTV's The Real World was a real 
pick-me-up. The Idea Is that a group 
of seven young people live together 
rent free In LA In return for letting the 
MTV cameras roam freely around 
their lives, often exposing tneir petty 
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sides. It's a lovely house, but would 
you give up your privacy? 

Tills week the seven pampered 
urban youths went on an Outward 
Bound adventure weekend, camp- 
ing out, eating Trail Mix and attach-. 
Ing themselves to pieces of rope. 
These kinds of overnight hikes al- 
ways bring a group closer- love the 
country, love the people you're with.

It’s corny but It works. 

In 77ie Real World , at the end of 
the second day, the seven awarded 
each other badges and explained 
why each deserved it. It was a genu- 
inely heartwarming TV moment. It 
will be Interesting to see if they stop 
bickering when they get home. 

By chance, my TV stayed tuned 
to MTV after The Real Work I and all 
of a sudden there were those grunt- 
ing foul-mouthed menaces Beavls 
and Butthead. 

These days MTV puts up a warn- 
ing to viewers before the show. It’s 
basically a "do not try this at home" 
message, and it starts "Beavls and 
Butthead are not role models. 
They're not even human. They’re 
cartoons.” In other words, as Kelly 
Bundy on Married with Children said 
so tactfully last week, Beavls and 
Butthead are "dimensionally chal- 
lenged." 

WILLIAM CONRAD Is dimensional- 
ly challenged. He’s the Fatman, of 
Jake end the Fatman (Channel 1, 
Monday, 11:40 p.m.). His dimen- 
sions are huge; you cap hear his 
thighs chafing as he walks. In this 
action series, guess which of the 
' two heroes doesn't chase the bad- 
5 dies or break Into houses. And 
guess which fit, thick-necked stud 
doesn't analyze the criminal's mind. 

This week fatman McCabe was 
questioning a crook and trying to get 
him to Inform. The Interrogation 
threat was that If the baddy didn't 
snitch, McCabe would put him In jail 
for not paying alimony. Of course 
the ex-con- told all, and apparently 
got off scot free, without having to 
pay the money he owed his ex-wife 
and child. 

Obviously the message here Is 
that It's a minor misdemeanor to 
make your ex-wlfe arid child suffer 
financial hardship. It's only as bad 
' as, say, not paying a parking ticket. 
How could the writers get away with 
It? How could they even think of it? 
The characters, arid the writers, are 
dimensjonally challenged. 

ALL OF these shows are in English. 
As a native English speaker, I can 
do two or three or four things at 
once while watching them. Islraell 


shows aren’t really a problem; It Just 
takes a tad more concentration. 

But shows that speak a third 
language and are subtitled In He- 
brew ghre me a headache. I want to 
watch the pictures and read the 
words. 

Israelis who don't understand En- 
glish are missing a lot by Just looking 
at the text underneath, but they can 
read Hebrew faster than I can. By 
the time I’ve glanced at the picture 
I've missed the last three crucial 
words In Hebrew. And straight away 
another subtitle has popped up, and 
1 decide this time to read before I 
watch, but ... get the picture? I mlSB 
the picture. 

Even so, Yaron London's Docu- 
ment (Tuesday, New Channel 2, 

1 130 p.m.), In which he Introduced 
a film about three Palestinian wom- 
en, was well worth the effort. One 
woman spoke In English, but the 
other two spoke in Arabic, which 
was translated into Hebrew subti- 
tles. 

The filmmaker and cameraman 
David Ben Shetreet focused on the 
lives of a33-year-o1d single woman 
in Shati refugee camp, a 60-year- 
old wife and mother who was bom in 
Haifa but moved to Gaza in 1967, 
end a 53-year-old widow living! |n 
Ein Sultan outside Jericho. 

I've never been even to Gaza, let 
atone one of the camps. There have 
been plenty of news Items that show 
soldiers running through Ihe camps, 
and quite a few about the men who 
live there. But this added another 
dimension to the picture. It was 
about ordinary women bom jnto 
very different situations, who have 
all separately reached the conclu- 
sion that what they need Is their own 
land. 

The widow was a very simple 
woman who had never been further 
than Jericho In her life. She brought 
a secondhand TV Into the house on 
a donkey. She. carried firewood pn> 
her head. She worked In a banaria 
plantation for Jewish farmers. , And 
, she loved those trees. She worried 
about who was going to lake care w 
ihe land when the Jews have \ieit. 
She wanted to took after the lend. 
Her land.
